1 . Reference is made to the following document:

2. The document D1 is regarded as being the closest prior art to the subject-matter 
of claim 1 , and shows (the references in parentheses applying to this document): 
a board mounted power connector (100) comprising an insulating shell (2), an 
acommodating cavity (3) and an engaging member (21 1); a first terminal (9) 
including a contact part (91) and a second terminal (5). (see figure 2; column 3, 
line 17-46) 

The subject-matter of claim 1 differs from this known document D1 in that the 
second terminal includes a metal housing with an underside adapted to be 
soldered to a circuit board. The second terminal further includes a first resilient 
arm extending from the metal housing into an accommodating cavity of the 
insulating shell. 

The subject-matter of claim 1 is therefore new (Article 33(2) PCT). 

3. The problem to be solved by the present invention may be regarded as how to 
improve the mounting of a metal housing onto an insulative shell. 

4. The solution to this problem proposed in claim 1 of the present application is 
considered as involving an inventive step (Article 33(3) PCT) for the following 
reasons: 

The metal housing includes an engaging arm formed on a side wall and adapted 
to engage the engaging member of the insulative shell when the second terminal 
is secured in a final position over the insulative shell. 

5. Claims 2-8 are dependent on claim 1 and as such also meet the requirements of 
the PCT with respect to novelty and inventive step. 

6. Claims 1 -8 are industrially applicable (Article 33(4) PCT). 
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
